ius the vein 6 is fused with vein 7+9 at some distance beyond the upper angle of 
the discoidal cell while in Antigiws both the veins 6 and 7+9 are arising separa- 
tely from the upper. angle of the same cell. In Leucantigius the distance between 
the costa and the discoidal cell is much or de idedly narrower than that in Antigius. 
The underside of the wings is usually white and provided with many dark narrow 
and wavy lines. The male genital apparatus is almost identical with that of Anti- 
gius, except for the following structural differences i. e, the two-divided uncus be- 
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ing less high, the brachia is somewhat larger and the valve iş. 
wider and shorter than in Antigius and further distinguisha- 
ble from Antigus by the presence of the platelike juxta, and 
the feedly developed structure of furca. 

Although the species of this interesting genus resemble supe- 
rifcially some species of the genus Jamides (Lampides auct.) 
of the subfamily Plebejinae, the genus must be referred to the 
subfamily Theclinae, for the venation and male genital armat- 
ure are entirely of Thecloid,
